CHINESE MAY

Peking, Tuesday, May 6.— The 


Chinese Cabinet at a meeting to­ 
day decided to instruct the Chin­ 
ese delegates in Paris not to sign 
a peace treaty assigning the Ger­ 
man rights in Shantung to 
the 


Japanese.
